' i ' h e Boston Post of this morning'has 
the following in regard to the deadlock: 


The decision of the quo warrauto pro- 


ceedings and the ousting of President Sul- 
livan from the oflice to which the demo- 
crats claimed he was fairly elected, but to 
which the republicans' testimony went to 
show that he could not have been elected, 
has not brought about a solution of the 
deadlock in the common council. 


On the contrary, the parties on both 


sides seem more determined than ever to 
hold out for better or for worse. 


It Is now announced that the republican 


city committee approves of maintaining 
the deadlock until Sept. 1, if the opposi- 
ition lasts 30 long. To carry it beyond 
that point would prevent thn. fixing of the 
tax rate for the year, and would bring 
about a total overthrow of the city govern- 
ment's financial resources. 


At present, the democrats have the 


Jlayor, city clerk, cily treasurer, city so- 
licitor, superintendent of streets, superin- 
tendent of lands and buildings, with sev- 
eral minor oflices. 


The republicans have the chief of polic 


a majority of the police board, superin- 
tendent of schools, seven of the eight al- 
dermen and half the councilmen. 


The only two oflices which the republi- 


cans could take by legal methods are 
those of city clerk and city treasurer, but 
under the charter they cannot take these 
nor transact any business until they elect 
a permanent president 
of. the common 
council. 


If they elected a democratic president 


they could force a joint convention, and 
displace City Clerk Dowd and City Treas- 
urer Harrington. The democrats" are wi II- 
inc to give them cither the presidency or 
these two offices, but it seems the republi- 
cans are playing for the presidency and 
the two joint convention oflk'es besides. 
This is where the compromise must come 
if at all, because the democrats would 
fight till the 31st of December rather than 
give the republicans the three offices men- 
tioned. 


The president of the council becomes an 


ex-ofliclo member of the school board, and 
if a republican would 7nake that body a 
tie. 
He has the appointment of com- 


mittees that control large expenditures, 
and this Is why the republicans are so 
eager to get the office. 
It is likely that if the deadlock be 


maintained during the summer, the citi- 
zen? will call an indignation meetingor go

time tables resulting from the strike 
will add Sjafl 0,000 a year to the net earn- 
ings fjf the road.—lsTow York Sun.

SALEM, May 25.—All Salem put. on the 


solera garb of mourning to pay honor to 
all that is mortal of her honored son and 
representative in congress. General Will- 
lam Cogswell. And it was in no half- 
hearted manner that this solemn reception 
was carried out. Everybody took .part in 
It, from the dignitaries of the city In their 
official capacities down to humblest citi- 
zens. 


The lips ol all spoke the same name, tho 


Interest of all was reverently centered on 
the same event, and this feeling showed 
itself in the crowded streets, in the display 
of the dead general's portrait, draped with 
Bomber colors, in the store windows, in 
the drooping flags which showed them- 
selves, wherever there was a staff, all over 
tho city, and -1u the mournful draperies 
over all the public buildings. 


It was at the city hall, however, that 


the display was most impressive. It was 
in the council chamber of the building 
'jhat the body of General Cogswell lay 
Btatc, and to tho crowds of peoplo that 
passed into the building the sight was au 
Impressive one. The cotfin, draped with 
the nation's flag and surmounted by 
sword and bolt, occupied the ccucer of the 
room. At the hend and the foot was a 
guard, cither a red-coated member of the 
Salem Cadets or one of the more somberly 
clad veterans of the Grand Avmy post.

The body of the general lay in 
state from 10 o'clock until the time of tho 
funeral in the afternoon, anil almost 
steadily during that time did the throng 
of people file by his coflin for a last look at 
his familiar fitce. During the first half- 
hour after the public was allowed to enter, 
60 persons a mlnuto passed through. 


Tho Church Services. 


Early in the afternoon the body of Gen- 


eral Cogswell was removed from the coun- 
cil chamber in city hall to the Tabernacle 
church, and there tho funeral service was 
conducted. 
Tho building was crowded to 


the utmost, and so many organizations 
and official bodies desired to attend that it 
was necessary to have them, represented 
by small delegations. 
i Tho service at the church was very sim- 
ple, but none the less impressive. The open- 
ing hymn was sung by the choir. 
Then 


Hov. J. J. Hill, D.D., read from the scrip 
tures. After that Hcv. J. P. Franks con- 
ducted the ritualistic service prescribed by 
the regular Episcopal form, and also read 
a few lines written on tho death of the 
Duko of Wellington. 
' There was no eulogy. Tho music, by 
the regular choir, was as follows: Funeral 
march; chant, "Lord, Let Me Know My 
End;" hymn, "Kock of Ages;" hymn, 
"Nearer, My Gad, to Thee;" dead march 
by Lane. The body bearers were 12 men 
from troop A, Loyal Logion, in charge of a 
sergeant. At the conclusion of the serv- 
ices the "Lost Chord" was given by buglo 
and organ, and ns the body was borne 
down the aisle the bugle sounded ayaiin in 
accordance with the Loyal Legion service. 


To tile Cemetery. 


At the conclusion of the service the lino 


of march was formed by the various mili- 
tary organizations and clubs. 


The route of the procession was through 
Federal, Boston, Goodhueaud Grove streets 
to the cemetery. 
There the body was 


placed in a receiving tomb. During tho 
passage of the procession the bells of the 
city were tolled, and the final ceremony 
at the tomb was the ritualistic service of 
the Grand Army. 


As a mark of respect to the dead general 


the Massachusetts liouso of representa- 
tives adjourned at noon. From various 
less prominent organizations, also, trib- 
utes havo been coming iu. The State Re- 
publican club passed resolutions express- 
ing appreciation of - General Cogswell's 
public services and regret at his death. 
Similar resolutions were adopted by tho 
Beverly Republican club, and the flags 
there, as well as in others places through- 
out the sixth congressional district, wcro 
displayed at half-staff, while many build- 
ings were appropriately draped in mourn- 
ing. M.irblehead selectmen also adopted 
resolutions expressing their appreciation 
of the common bereavement ou the death 
of General Cogswell, and calling for vari- 
ous public marks of respect for 
his 


memory. 


At the cemetery a sai accident occurred 


when a volley was fired in honor of tho 
dead. By some mistake in the last volley, 
a ball cartridge was used In ono of the 
pieces, and John J. Donohue was shot in 
the arm, inflicting n flesh wound. Tho 
ball was extracted at the hospital.

In Reply to the Address of Secretary 


Carlisle. 


Yonn, May 25.—Tho two days' 


etay of the Democratic caltore came to an 
end last night, when a banquet was ten- 
dered them at Delmonloo'a. The banquet 
hall TCOS taxed to its lull capacity, covers 
being laid for 350. Colonel W. L. Bxovrn 
acted as toastiruistcr. 


Scarcely had tho diners tnkon thoir 


first puilu at their perfcotos -\vhon Colonel 
Brown rapped for order and introduced 
John A. Mstsou, who thanked the Dem- 
ocrats of Gotham for their hospitality to 
tho visitors. Mr. Mason then rend a let- 
ter from Pronldent Cleveland which 
evoked tumultuous applause. After ex- 
pressing regret, tho president in his letter 
said:

"When a campalun is actively on -foot

while It tests every proposition by tho doc- 
trines which underlie its organization, ib 
Insists that all interests should bo de- 
feuded in the administration .of tho gov- 
ernment, without especial favor or dis- 
crimination. 


"Our party is the party of the people, be- 


cause-In its euro for the welfare of all our 
countrymen it resists dangerous schemes, 
born of discontent, advocated by appeals 
to sectional or class prejudices, and re-en- 
forced by tho lusiduous aid of private 
selfishness nnd cupidity, 


"Above nil, our party is the party of tho 


people, and it recognizes the fact that 
sound and absolutely snfo mouey is the 
life-blood of our country's strength aud 
prosperity, aud It teaches that none of 
our fellow-citlzeuB, rich or poor, great 
or humble, can escape the consequences of 
a degeneration of our cuiToucy. 


"Democratic care and conservatism rec-

MEMPUIS, May 
25. — Ex-Congressman 


Bryau of Nebraska was given a cordial re- 
ception by free silver men of this city last 
night. He spoke at the Grand Opera 
louse, and answered the speech delivered 
jy Secretary Carlisle before the sound 
money convention. Ho devoted most of 
his time to a comparison between Mr. Car- 
islo's present views on the silver question 
,nd those which ho is alleged to have held 
n 1878. 
Mr. Bryan said in part: "What need is 


there for bimetallism if the gold standard 


ill furnish a sufficient amount of money? 


The confession that bimetallism is deslr- 
.ble destroys all arguments advanced iu 
jehalf of gold monometallism, and when 
one has admitted the desirability of bi- 
metallism ho must either favor the restora- 
tion of it by the United States alone or 
submit tho destinies of these peoplo to 
orelgn nations. It has been well said 
hat it is more dangerous to put an Kng- 
ish banker at the head of our financial 
system than to put an English admiral at 
iho head of our navy, or an English gen- 
eral at the head, of our army." 


Mr. Bryan discussed various phases of 


,ho money question, quoting frequently 
:rom Secretary Carlisle. Ho closed by 
saying that Secretary Carlisle had de- 
serted the "struggling mosses" for whom 
IB formerly spoke, but that even without 
lis leadership they would be nhle to cast 
:heir ballots for the restoration of the 
old and silver coinage of the constitu- 
Jon, and that the present effort of Mr. 
Carlisle, Instead of retarding the move- 
rient, \vould make his former speech fa- 
nlllar to the Amerioan people and show. 
!hcm the danger of entrusting our finan- 
cial policy to the "Idle holders of idle 
sapltttl," or to thoir representatives.

"I deslrp to jcall the attention of the 


city council to the great necessity of new 
milding laws to govern ILo construction 
of buildings In oilr cily. The laws now in 
"orce lire very crude and are not adequUe 
or a city of this size. New ordinances 
;overning the construction of buildings 
have been prepared In tills office and were 
>resented to the city council of 1SU4, and 
hat body referred them to the committee 
on ordinance and legislation. That com- 
mittee did not report on them, and I ear- 
lestly request that they be taken up and 
icted on by this year's government. 


"There haa been the usual amount of 


epairs on the school buildings the past 
year and they are In as good condition as 
hey have boon at Any time since I rmvu 
been connected with the department. 


"But few stoves are now used to heat 


ichool rooms and I hope that what few 
•emaln may be replaced with proper heat- 
ng apparatus in the near future.

Walter Leith testified that be heard a 


shuffling of feetfwhlle he wns passing and 
saw Stott chase two boys into the alley. 
Another witness .corroborated his testi- 
mony. 
William F. Hunt 
was passing where 


the boys were standing. 
It wtis qnite 


bright then and be saw Stott catch Rogers 
in an alley and after making a vulgar re- 
mark raised Ills arm and struck at Kogers. 
A few minutes after ho turned and wit- 
ness saw a knife in bis hand. 
He then 


chased Stott through a field. 
He was po- 


sitive that Stott was the man whom he 
saw commit the assault. 


Lieut, Kew described the wound. 
He 


said it was made from the crown of his 
head down to the ear. I/ater on when he 
arrested Stott, tho latter said immediately, 
"1 didn't do it." 
This ended the government's case and 


no no defence was put in. 


Stott has only recently came out of the 


Concord reformatory and the court sent 
him back to Concord for a second term. 


Considering the offence the sentence was 


light, although being the second time. 
Stott may do two years at Concord. Aftei 
he had been takon down stairs bis inothei 
requested that thejcase be appealed and 
the boy was held In $000 for the Superior 
court.

The only aerious blaze was that which

At the time 
of the alarm those at the Fair grounds 
saw dense volumes of smoke rising at 110 
great distance, and as It was thought tlie 
cartridge factory was on fire, a mad rush 
was made for the scene. The alarm was 
rung in from the corner of Kinsman and 
Vr'hipple streets, while the fire was half a 
mile away In the shop of James U. 
Thompson, corner Xewhall and Chambers 
streets. The place is a one-story wooden 
building rather the worse for age, and is 
used for the manufacture of cloth boards 
and boxes. 


The fire caught from sparks from tlie 


chimney and spread 'along tlie roof very 
rapidly. 
It got a big lead on the firemen 


and wiia burning fiercely when they ar- 
rived. The fire got between the roof and 
tlio. sheathing and burned some time be- 
fore being discovered. 


Four streams were put on and after an 


hour's work Llic lire was under control. 
While it lasted dense volumes of suffocat- 
ing smoke surrounded the place, keeping 
the spectators hustling at every change of 
Ihe wind.

Expenditures. 


The Boston Post of this morning has 


.he following in regard to the deadlock: 


The decision of the ojao warrauto pro- 


ceedings and the ousting of President Sul- 
ivau from the office to which the demo- 
crats claimed he was fairly elected, but to 
which the republicans' testimony went to 
show that he could not have been elected, 
liaa not brought about a solution of the 
deadlock In the common council. 


On tho contrary, the parties on both 


sides seem more determined than ever to 
lold out for better or for worse. 


It Is now announced that the republican 


city committee approves of maintaining 
.he deadlock until Sept. 1, if the opposi- 
tion lasts so long. To carry it beyond 
.hat point would prevent the fixing of the 
.ax rate for the year, and would bring 
about a total overthrow of the city govern- 
ment's financial resources. 


At present, the democrats have the 


Mayor, city clerk, city treasurer, city so- 
Icitor, superintendent of streets, superin- 
tendent of lands and buildings, with sev- 
eral inii'or offices. 


The republicans have the chief of police, 


a. majority of the police board, superin- 
tendent of schools, seven of the eight al- 
dermen and half the councilman. 


The only two offices which the republi- 


cans could lake by legal methods are 
those of city clerk and city treasurer, but 
under the charter they cannot take these 
nor transact any business until they olp.ct. 
a permanent president of the common 
council. 


If they elected a democratic president 


they could force a joint convention, and 
displace City Clerk Dowd and City Treas- 
urer Harrington. The democrats are will- 
Ing to give them either the presidency or 
these two offices, but it seems the republi- 
cans are playing for tlio presidency and 
the two joint convention offices besides. 
This is where the compromise must come 
if at all, because the democrats would 
fight till the 31st of December rather than 
give the republicans the three offices men- 
tioned. 


The president of the council becomes an 


ex-olficio member of the school board, and 
if a republican would make that body a 
tie. He has the appointment of com- 
mittees that control large expenditures, 
and thia is why the republicans are so 
cacer to get the office. 


It la likely that 
If the deadlock be 


maintained during the summer, the citi- 
zens will call an indignation meeLmg or go 
to city hall and storm the body that block- 
ades the city's buslneas. 


A despatch to tbe Boaton Herald has 


the following: "There are many rumors 
afloat relating to the breaking of the dead- 
lock in the common council, and the pre- 
diction is made that n large majority of 
tho present heads of departments will not 
be in office at the close of this month. 


Certain dpmocrala claim they are being 


urged to break the deadlock and their 
special grievance appeara to be ajjalnat the 
present city treasurer, city solicitor and 
superintendent oE streeta. 


The only rcaaon this trade was not car- 


ried out at last night's meeting ia said to 
be the hesitancy on the part of the demo- 
cratic councilman who had proposed the 
trade. 


Another trade proposed Is to give the 


republicans every office If they will elect 
one of the democrats superintendent of 
streets. This triule would include an as- 
sistant superintendent of streeta, who 
would be a republican and actual manager 
of the department. 


The only foundation that exists for the 


above Is that the republicans are out in 
search of democratic cuckoos, but cannot 
find any. 
The cuckoo period has passed 


away never to return.

SALEM, May 25.—All Snlem put on tha

Jam Cogswell. Anil it -mis in no half- 
hearted manner that this solemn recepti 
Tvus carried out. Everybody took par: iu 
It, from the dignitaries of thu oily in their 
official capacities down to humblest citi- 
zens. 


The lips of nil spoke the same name, tho 


Interest of a'.l v,-iv,s revei'L'iicU- u'enti.'n.Ml on 
the same event, ami this feuling showed 
Itself in the crowded streets, in the display 
of the dead general's portrait, ilriL]X!d with 
•ombtr color?, in the store windows, in 
the drooping flays which shou-ud them- 
selves, wherever there was a staff, all over 
the city, and in the mrmruCul draperies 
over all the public buildijigd. 


It -was at rhe eiry hall, however, that 


the display was most imprcsyivc. It was 
In the council chamber of the building 
that the body of General Cogswell lay iu 
state, and to the crowds of people rhao 
passed into the building the sight was an 
impressive one. The coiMn, draped with 
the nation's ilag and surmounted (by 
sword and belt, occupied the center of the 
room. At the hnnd and the foot was a. 
punrd, either a red-coated member ot tho 
Salem. Cadets or one of the more southerly 
clad veterans of tho Grand Aviny post. 
Behind the coffin at the head of the cham- 
ber was a bank of beautiful ilower.-. 


from the contcr of the ceiling of the hall 


black streamers extended to the sides, and 
all tho vacant desks were covered with 
black. Tho body of tho peueral lay iu 
state from 10 o'clock until the time ot the 
luneral in tho afternoon, and almost 
steadily (luring that time did tho throng 
of people file by his coflin for a last look at 
his familiar face. During tho llrst half- 
hour after the public was allowed to enter, 
50 persons n minute passed Through. 


1'ho Chnrth Services. 


Early in tho afternoon the body of Gen- 
eral Cogswell was removed from the coun- 
cil chamber in city hr.ll to the Tabernacle 
church, and there the funeral service was 
conducted. Tho building wag crowded to 
the utmost, aud so many organizations 
and official bodies desired to attend that it 
•was necessary to have-them represented 
by small delegations. 


The service at the church was very sim- 


ple, but none the less impressive. The opeu- 
Ing hymn was sung by the choir. Then 
Rev. J. J. Hill, D.D.. read from the scrip- 
tures. After that Rev. .1. P. Franks con- 
ducted the ritualistic service prescribed by 
the regular Episcopal form, and also read 
n feiv lines written on tho death of the 
Duko of Wellington. 


There was no eulogy.- The music, by 
tho regular choir, was as follows: Funeral 
inarch; chant, ".Lord, Liet Me iCnow My 
End;" "hymn, "Rock of Ages:'1 hymn, 
"Xenrer, My God. to Thee;" dead march 
by Lane. The body bearers were 12 men 
from troop A, Loyal Legion, in charge of n 
sergeant. At tho conclusion of the serv- 
ices [he "Lost Chord" was ^iven by buglo 
and organ, and as the body was borue 
dovrn the aisle the, bugle sounded ayixiu in 
accordance -with the Loyal Legion service. 


To the Cemetery. 


At the conclusion of the service the lino 


of march wtus formed by the various mili- 
tary organizations and clubs. 


The route of the procession was through 


Federal, Boston, Goodhno and Grove streets 
to the cemetery. There the body was 
placed in a receiving tomb. During tho 
passage of the procession the bells of the 
city were tolled, and the llual ceremony 
at the tomb was the ritualistic service of 
the Grand Army. 


As a mark of respect to the dead general 


the Massachusetts house of representa- 
tives adjourned at noou. From various 
less prominent organizations, also, trib- 
utes have been coming in. The State Hc- 
publican club parsed resolutions express- 
ing appreciation of General Cogswell's 
public services and reyret at his death. 
Similar resolutions -were adopted by the 
Beverly Republican club, and the flags 
there, as well as in others places through- 
out the sisth congressional district, were 
displayed at half-staff, while many build- 
ings were appropriately draped in mourn- 
ing. Marhlehefid selectmen also adopted 
resolutions expressing their appreciation 
of the common bereavement on the death 
of General Cogswell, and calling for vari- 
ous pubiic marks of respect for his 
memory. 


At the cemetery a sad accident occurred 


•when a volley was fired in honor oE tho 
dead. By some mistake in the last volley, 
aballcartrid.ee was used iu ono of the 
pieces, aud John J. Donohue was shot in 
1-hearm. inflicting a flesh wound, Tho 
ball was extracted at the hospital.

ment and misconception, but because, 
while it tests every proposition by the doc- 
trines wliich underlie its organization, it 
insists that all interests should be de- 
feuded in the administration of tho £OV- 
ernmont, without especial favor or dis- 
crimination. 


"Our party is the party of the people, be- 


cause in its care for tho welfare of all our 
countrymen it resists dangerous schemes, 
born of discontent, advocated by appeals 
to sectional or class prejudices, and re-en- 
forced by the insiduoas aid of private 
selfishness and cupidity.

"Above all, our party is the party of the 


| people, and it recognizes Llie fact that 
Bound aud resolutely safe money is the 
life-blood of our country's strength and 
prosperity, aud it teaches that none oE 
our fellow-citizens, rich or poor, great 
or humble, can escape the consequences of 
a degeneration of our currency.

Hill's Spcecli. 


Then Toastmaster "Brown introduced 


Senator Hill as "the Democrat who stauds 
for all that thero is pure and good in 
Democratic politics."

Senator Hill begun wi th a tribute to the 


press and a lengthy explanation of Democ- 
racy.

Tlireslictl Over Old Straw. 


MEMPHIS, May 
25. — Ex-Congressman 


Bryan of Nebraska was given a cordial re- 
eeptioii by free silver men of this cicy last 
night. 
He spoke at tho Grand Opera 


House, and answered the speech delivered 
by Secretary Carlisle before the sound 
money convention. He devoted most of 
his time to a comparison between Mi1. Car- 
lisle's present views on the silver question 
and those which he is alleged to have held 
in 1S78. 
Mr. Bryan said in part: "What need is 


there for bimetallism if the gold standard 
will furnish a sufficient amount of money? 
The confession that bimetallism is desir- 
able destroys all arguments advanced in 
behalf of gold monometallism, and when 
one htis admitted the desirability of bi- 
metallism he must either favor the restora- 
tion of It by the United States alone or 
BViumit tho destinies of these people to 
foreign nations. It lias been well said 
that It is more dangerous to put an Eng- 
lish banker at the head of our financial 
system than to put an English admiral at 
the head of our navy, or an English gen- 
eral at the head of our army." 


Mr. Bryan discussed various phases of 


the money qucstiou, quotihg frequently 
frorn Secretary Carlisle. Hu closed by 
saying that Secretary Carlisle had de- 
serted the "struggling masses" for whom 
he formerly spoke, but that even without 
his leadersliip they would be able to cast 
their ballots for the restoration of the 
gold and silver coinage of tho constitu- 
tion, and that tho present effort o£ Mr.
